In every big 
ity it has some representative who knows 
ovi to handle the councilmen and obtain 
ranchisos. The excuse for high charges for 
ervice rendeicd by local companies has 
een the big royalties paid to the parent 
ompany. 
But if tJie parent company's 


atents have expired, the royalties ought to 
ease and telephone rates ought to drop 
ccoidingly.

Twenty-lour years 
go the Cential lianspoiUtion Company, 
hich had been organised to run sleeping 
ais, sold out to the Pullman's Company, 
inning over all of its equipment to tho 
essor. Soon afterwards suit was begun to 
ctlle differences between the two corpora" 
iocs. Every year since the stockholders of 
Le C ntral Company have met to receive a 
eport from their counsel that a demurrer 
ind been filed, a motion over-ruled, a.plead- 
ng amtsnded, a decision obtained, or an 
appeal taken. 
And so the case has been 


iiiudied around from pillar to post, and 
3iobably innny of the shareholders have 
died since the first papers in the case were 
fi ed. How to remedy the evil is a question 
hat has never been determined satisfac- 
torily. Pennsylvania is still practicing the 
Id common law methods. Hew York, Ohio 
and most of the western states have a code 
if civil procedure which greatly simplifies 
ho work of lawyers and the courts, and 
.ends to shorten litigation.

TEA INEBRIATION. 


No ionger, it appeal*, may we speak of 


tea as tb« cup which cheers but not inebri- 
ates. It may indeed still cheer. It cer- 
luinly doei inabriate with most deplorable 
elTeotg, ranking, aa an intoxicant, a good 
m-cond to alcohol itself. Many iay observers 
Imve long suspected that such wag the case. 
Tlioir suspicions ar« now confirmed by pro- 


* f< asional authority in a manner so startling 


OB to make it seem desirable that concerted 
action should betaken to check the evil. 
la some, perhaps, the idea of a temper- 
ance crusade against the teapot will ap- 
pear grotesque. 
Yet in all seriousness 


that very thing in urgently needed. 


According to statistics recently furnished 


to The Medical News by Dr. James Wood, 
of Brooklyn, of all the patients applying 
for treatment at the chief dispensary of that 
city, no less than 10 per cent, are tea- 
drunkards. Thcv are not aware of the 
fact. Not one asks to be cured of what we 
limy call thoamania. But the symptoms of 
their eases point unmistakably to overin- 
dulgence in tea, and that presumption, on 
inquiry, la confirmed by their confessions. 
They suffer from headache, vertigo, in- 
Soianla, palpitation of the heart, mental 
confusion, night mare, nausea, hallucina- 
tions, morbid depression of spirits, and 
Boinettmes from suicidal impulses; surely a 
formidable list of Symplons. These patients 
are of both sexes and all ages, and confess 
drinking from a pint and a half to fifteen 
pints of tea each day. 
Another interesting 


fact Is that nearly one-third of them are of 
Irish birth, and it is safe to assume that of 
tie nearly two-thirds of American birth ft 
large proportion are of Irish parentage. 
Fur in Ireland itself tea-poisoning has long 
boon recognised as a widely prevalent evil, 
contributing largely to the number of in- 
mates of insane asylums; and here, as most 
housekeepers know, the most inveterate and 
inordinate tea-drinkers are the domestic 
servant* of Irish origin. It U an interest- 
ing question, worthy of investigation, 
whether this prevalence of tea intoxication 
among that rwe is because they use tea 
more freely than other people, or because 
their nervous temperament is more miscop- 
tible to it* effect*. 


The evil of tea-drinking is due, however, 


not only to the amount consumed, but also 
to the manner in which it is prepared. An 
unmeasured quantity of the leaves, says Dr. 
Wood, is thrown into the teapot, and an un- 
measured quantity of boiling water added. 
In any time from t*n to thirty minutes this 
infusion is used. Then new leaves are 
thrown ij with the old, which haw been 
left to sonic, and more water is added, and 
so on. Sometimes leaves are thus kept soak- 
Ing for a day or more. The result is that 
the decoction is loftded, not only with thein, 
but w'th from 7 to 17 per cent, of tannin, 
and with other even more deleterious sub- 
oUuioes. This form of preparation is almost 
universal 
among kitchen servants, and 


among shop and fa story girls, who also are 
great tea-drinkers, and is too often practised 
among other people of small means, who do 
not wish to waste a single leaf so long as 
there is »«y "strength" in it. 


Against this particular phase of the evil a 


crusade may well be directed. Tea-drinkers 
should he taught how to prepare the bever- 
age properly, so that it will be comparatively 
innocuous; and should be warned that such 
decoctions as they have been making are 
nolhiag eke than rank poisons. Physicians 
doubtless give such advice to their patients 
whom they find suffering from tea intoxica- 
tion. But the mistress of the household should 
gi?e it to her domestics, and enforce it upon 
them, too; and the city missionary and dis- 
penser of charity among the poor should 
make the same facts known to all whom 
they visit. This is no light matter. There 
is uorious reason to believe that many cases 
of suicide and insanity are directly due to 
tea-poisoning, while the number of chronic 
invalids from the same cause in this city 
alone is to be reckoned by thousauds. It is 
high time for the evil to be recogniied and 
checked.—N. T. Tribune.

Breeches, Pantaloon* end Trousers. 
' 


"Breeches," In the strict meaning of 


that term, wore worn by the semicl-vlllzod 
men of the east long ages before a eingle 
page of the New Testament was written, 
having been quite common among tho 
Modot) and Persians, the Phrygians, the 
Gauls and the Teutons. Brooches were 
very "brief" articles of apparel, pcaroely 
covering tho hips te the majority of in- 
itancis and never reaching nearer than 
six Inches of tho knee. 


"Pantaloons" wore exaggerated forms 


of stockings reaching from tho hips to 
the ankle* and as tight fitting as a pair of 
knit drawers. They were usually of three 
different colors, black at tho hips, rod 
from hip to kneo and blue to tho termina- 
tion at the ankle. They came in vogue 
during tbo first half of tho fifteenth cen- 
tury at Venice and were worn by tho devo- 
tees of tbo patron saint, Pantaloon. Such 
garments wore always called pantallnl by 
the Italians. 


"Trousers," the only proper word to ex- 


presa the existing styles in "pants," fol- 
lowed olosoly after the "knee breeches" of 
tho Revolutionary period, being first worn 
in England at Oxford and Cambridge in 
1812.—St. Louis Republic.

A LONG JUMP. 


Toward tho end of the seventies Iwaa In 


Ireland un journalistic bnslnoa. I had 
been north and south and nearly all over 
the country, observing the condition of

Before this method's had' boon found 'lor 


tho production of real pearls by nature's 
.aid. 
A Frenchman named Bouehon- 


Brandoly has been making interesting ex- 
periments in this direction recently. Ho 
boifd holes in tbe shells ol pearl oysters 
with a gimlet, introduced through tho per- 
forations little-balls of glass and stopped 
the openings with corks. At the end of 
four weeks the balls were found to bo cov- 
ered with a thin layer of pearl. In six 
months the layer was sufficiently thick to 
bo permanent. 
The size ol the gem thus 


manufactured is in proportion to the.time 
that has elapsed. Of course it has a limit, 
inasmuch as the mollusk will not deposit 
naore indeflnltely, the only .purpose of the 
nacre being to protect the oyster from irri- 
tation by the intruding object.

The busi- 
ness constitutes an important industry 
It is confined to two villages in tha north- 
ern part of the province of Chih-Kiang 
In the months of May and June large 
quantities of mussels are brought in bas- 
kets from a lake SO miles distant, and 
tho biggest of them are selected for the 
operation that is to be performed.

the shell of. each mollusk are introduced 
email objects which it is intended the bi- 
valve shall coat with the ponrlj' substance 
It secretes. Sometimes little balls of earth 
are used. 
Such pellets are made of mud 


from the bottom of water courses, dried

sels.is a process of no little, difficulty. Tlio 
shell is opened with a small instrument of. 
mother of pearl, the mantle of the animal, 
is gently lifted, and the pellets are laid 
beneath the mantle. The shell is then per- 
mitted to close. Finally the mollusks are 
deposited in' canals or pools. They are 
placed five to six inches apart at depths of 
from two to five feet in lots of 6,000 to. 
60,000. In November they are lifted and 
opened. The animals are removed from 
the shells and the pellets detached with a 
gharp knife. By this :tiine 'they are fasten- 
ed. tightly.to the inner surface of thosbells 
»nd have become covered with a, coating 
of nnore, Next a little hole is out in each 
pearl at the point where it has been at- 
tached to tbe shell of the mussel. . Through 
this opening the earth which composed 
the nucleus is removed. The hollow pearl 
Is then filled with melted yellow rosin, 
and the orifice is" artfully covered with a 
piece of mother of pearl. 


The pearls thus formed are fiat , on the 


bottom and in shape are somewhat more 
than hemispheres. They have much of 
the luster and beauty of the real gems and 
are sold so cheaply as to 'bo propurabla by 
all who care to possess them. They are 
employed to a considerable extent by jew- 
elers, who set them in tiaras and various 
ornamenta for women. 


Parisian jewelers are very clever in the 


art of '-peeMng" pearls. "They wi 1 tak-ea 
pearl that is not pretty at nil and remove 
its outer coat, revealing a beautiful gem 
within.

Soldering Aluminium. 


One of tbe drawbacks to the general use 
ol aluminium has been the difficulty of 
soldering It. Many persons have entirely 
failed In their attempts to unite alumin- 
ium and other metals or to join two 
pieces of aluminium. A film of oxide 
formed upon the surface of the metal 
seems to be the cause of thenonadherenoe, 
and this all ordinary methods have here- 
tofore failed to remove. Recent export- 
menu hove brought out new methods, 
and a compound of 60 parts of tin, 85 
of aluminium and 86 of silver makes a 
•older tbiit has thus far worked admira- 
bly. It is necessary to keep a clean metal 
surface, itnd this can be done by heating 
the aluminium to be united until the sol- 
der can bo kept In a soft state for an In- 
stant after contact with the plates or sec- 
tions. This causes a coating of the solder 
to adhere to the surface of the metal, and 
no further trouble is experienced. It has 
been suggested that the outside of alumin- 
ium articles that are to be put together 
should have a coating of this solder ap- 
plied to their edges. H this wera done, 
the difficulty would be removed, as the 
coating, already firmly fixed, would need 
no further preparation".—New York Lod- 
ger.

Coins of Enormous Slse. 


When the area and square Inches of sur- 


face ara taken Into consideration, the lar- 
gest coins ever Issued by any government 
on the globe were those put into circula- 
tion by Sweden during the sixteenth cen- 
tury. These mammoth piece* are neither 
round, square, oval nor octagonal in shape, 
but are great irregular slabs of copper de- 
scribed cs "resembling pieces of a boiler 
after an explosion." The smallest piece 
issued undor the law which authorized 
this gigantte coinage was an irregular rec- 
tangular slab of about 18 square Inohea of 
surface and about bait an Inch thidk. It 
was worth 80 cents. The Ingest of the 
same series was about a foot square and 
had a Ace value ot $4. Eaoh of these 
copper flluba Is stamped In several places 
on the face, the various Inscriptions giv- 
ing tho date, denomination, etc. The *4 
piece mentioned last above Is nearly an 
inch in thickness and weighs four pounds, 
lacking a fraction.—St. Louis Republic.

THE CURSE Of THE ROMANOFFS. 


3aron TOD Bnmboldt's Propbecy Bofard- 


Ins Nicholas of Boola. 


James Russell Lowell used to tell tbis 


story to intimate friends. It was told him 
by John Lothrop Motley: 


"In 1853, just before tbo Crimean war 


commenced, tbe venerable Baron von 
Humboldt came to London on a very Im- 
portant confidential mission. He called 
upon Lcrd Palmersron and sold: 'I know 
a war is imminent between England and 
her allies on the one band and Russia. If 
you wil! temporize, make diplomatic de- 
lays, do anything to gain time for a year 
or two, ihoro will not need to be a war.' 
" ' Why?' Palmcrttcn asked. 
'"Because Nicholas of Russia will die 
within two years. The fatal curse of tho 
Romanoffs is on him. Do you not know 
that a great eecross told Peter tbe Great 
that no malo member of the Romanoffs 
would ever live to see his sixty-fifth year?' 
" 'But Nicholas, ia not yet 60,' Palmer- 


ston announced. 
" 'I wish to save an Immense flow of 


human blood,' said old Humboldt solemn- 
ly. 'I know that tbe czar will die within 
two years.' 


"Lord Palmerston was greatly impress- 


ed vrith Baron Humboldt'a statements. 
But he could not hold his own hand then. 
Franco, In view of Louis Napoleon's ready 
recognition by Palmerston, and all Eu- 
rope followed his lead, was then ready to 
take tbe Held. Bo tbe Crimean war bad 
to go on. But Nicholas of Russia died 
within four months of f>o two years' 
limit given him by Yon Humboldt." 


Leaving tbe prophecy out of the ques- 


tion, It is a fancy of history that the Rus- 
sian czars have all died before 65. Alex- 
ander Ill's grandfather, the half insane 
Czar Paul, and tbe four beads of tho Ro- 
manoffs before Nicholas all died before 50, 
nnd of tbo Mtnao didcaac thafe hao been two 
deadly to Alexander III. Alexander I, 
at one time Napoleon's groat ally, then 
his enemy, who so aided in the downfall 
of the French empire, died when he was 
48 of "Monomania bordering on insani- 
ty," sayti history. Motternioh, the great 
Austrian, premier of that date, bluntly de- 
clares ho was insane. 


The Grand Duke Constantino, who was 


really entitled to the Russian throne, 
waived bis right In favor of Alexander I 
Ho had sense enough to be aware that he 
was not mentally fit to rule such an em- 
pire as Russia. Ho died in his fifty-second 
year of what would now be called cercbro- 
spinal meningitis. 


Tho Grand Duko Michael was killed in 


his forty-eighth year by a fall from his 
horse while in a fit. He had shown signs 
of madness so often that it was a question 
whether it was safe for him to be at large. 
So goes the long but never ending record 
of the Romanoffs for two centuries. 


Alexander III was personally a most 


kindly man and remarkably free from the 
grosser vices. He drank a little red wine 
sometimes, but no strong liquors, and he 
abhorred drunkenness, as did his father 
before htm.—Washington Post.

"I never actually knew anybody who 


kept his coffin in his house," said an un- 
dertaker, "but I bave read of such things, 
and I have no doubt they are true, just as 
I believe tho stories of some women keep- 
ing In tho bottom of bureau drawers their 
own grave clothes, which they made them- 
selves.

In fact, 
in shape it was precisely the same as the 
present most advanced style of modern 
burial casket, which was not Introduced 
until somo yeaMLofteraard. 
, 
"It is not at all unusual for men to look 


at caskets, express admiration of somo of 
them and eay that they would like to be 
burled in snob or such a style. These men 
might bo simply friends who bad come to 
gee me, or they might bo here on business, 
but not with regard to a funeral. Some 
of the modern burial caskets are very 
costly and beautiful and as unlike the old 
fashioned coffin as could be Imagined. It 
is no wonder that men should admire 
them, but it doesn't follow at all that 
they expect soon to need one. 


"A few months ago there oame in a 


man and bis wife, people of perhaps 50 
years, and I should eay well to do, who 
wonted to look at the caskets, or rather 
he did. They come to a very beautiful 
casket of mahogany, one of modern stylo, 
with square ends and straight sides and 
ends and carved a little, but not overelab 
orntely. Evidently he had heard of such 
a casket before or hod seen one, and so was 
familiar with It, and be admired It greatly 


"'There,'he said to hla wife, calling 


her by her name, 'that is the kind of 
casket that I would like to be bnrled in,' 
and it was clear that it seemed to him 
very beautiful, as it certainly was. But, 
bless us, he is like everybody else almost 
I have no doubt be expects to live for a 
hundred years. I saw him at the theater 
tbe other night with his wlfo. They had 
dined comfortably, and they wore In the 
fullest enjoyment of life, and I fancy that 
It will bo many years before either of them 
comes to tbe end of life, but I venture to 
say that if ho dies first bis wife will faith- 
fully see that ho is buried in a mahogany 
casket such as he admired. "—New York 
Sun.

(3) Its rotundity exemplifleth 
that the loving joys of courtship and matri- 
mony should be forever, their continuity 
remaining as unbroken as the circlet it-

Specimens of this winged mam- 
mal procured for the Minnesota State Uni- 
versity museum by the Menage expedition 
in 1893 are believed to be the largest exam 
plea of this species yet obtained by the 
naturalists, several Individuals measuring 
more than 5 feet from tip to tip of their 
leathery wtaga and having heads and 
bodies as large as the American red *ftx. 
This croature has been fully described in 
"Notes For the Curious" under the head- 
Ing of "A Flying Fox."—St. Louto Be- 
publio.
